Report on Foreign Missions. 


Foreign Missions with Southern Baptists is that division 
of oar Lord’s work which we carry on in fields beyond one 
borders, such as <Afriea, Argintina, Brazil, Chile, China, 
Spain, Italy, Hangary, Roumania, Jugoslavia, Russia, Japan, 
Palestine, and Mexico There are 900 millions living, or 
rather are dying, in’ these fields. Sin and suffering are 2! 
most universal A few mission stations form oases in this 
vast desert waste cf human life. How awful is the need and 
how great is the task, but how glorious is the gospel and how 
marvelous is the pOwer of God unto salvation! ‘‘For whoso 
ever sball call npon the name of the Lord shall be saved. How 
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then shall they call on him in whom they have uot believed? 
and how shall they believe in him of whom they have Tiot 
heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher? and how 
shall they preach except they be sent?’’ 

God has graciously blessed the efforts put forth by us 
Southern Baptists. We have 544 missionaries in these fields, 
2494 native workers, 1,095 churches with 111,872 members. 
308 of these churches are self-supporting. There were 12,856 
baptisms during the convention year ending May 1, 1924. 

vur foreign work has suffered for want of expected funds 
and our workers have been disappointed but have remained 
faithful to the tasks asigned them. A more heroie set the 
world knows not of. On arcount of debt our Foreign Mission 
Board for three years has had to eut out all appropriations 
for buildings and improvements, and for two years has sent 
Ho vew b issionaries except those provided for by donations 
of individuals above their 75 million pledges. This debt was 
greatly reduced last year. Let’s pay our foreign debt and 
enlarge the work and increase the number of workers.

Report on State Missi ns. 


Our State Mission work is of vital importance since it 
has to do with the work carried on in Mississippi. 

The werk is handicapped since only 90 per cent. of all 
mission fands go to this cause. The work for this vear called 
tor $130,000 and to fail raising this amount is te ler onr 
home state fail. 

The State Board is helping in paying the salaries of 72 
pastors in various parts of the state... We have four District 
Enlistment workers and five Sunday school workers. These 
workers are assisted during summer months by several help- 
ers in doing county institute work. We have two regular B. 
Y. P. U. workers with two helpers during sammer months. 
We also have two regular W. M. U. workers. f 

Other items of expense is the meetings of the State 
Board, pr-nting State Convention minutes, School of Evan- 
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gelism (Midwinter Bible School at New Orleans), work 
among negroes, creoles and Indians, ministerial student fund 
and a salary of $720 per year to Dr. A. V. Rowe, who is 
Secretary Emeritus. 

The largest item of expense for the year is the appropri- 
ation fer church building. This alone is $40,000, none of 
which has been paid, but is due Nov. 1. 

Let us not ouly ask God to bless us, but let us honor 
Him by paying our 75 Million Campaign pledges and putting 
‘over the top’’ in a great way our program for 1925,

Report of Denominational Schools. 


Our denominational schools should be looked upon and re- 
garded as one of the greatest agencies of ourdenomination The 
conquest we should make for our Master cannot be made as 
broad and as lasting without a trained leadership. Baptists 
schools and colleges are, therefore, necessary for a trained 
Baptist leadership. Mississippi Baptists may well boast of a 
splendid system of this kind of schools and colleges. 

MISSISSIPPI ‘COLLEGE. 
Mississippi College was founded in 1826 and has been 
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under Baptist control since 1850. This old college has a most 
glorious history. 

The total enrollment last year was 522 with prospects for 
an increase this year. 

Mississippi College is a member of Southern Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools which gives her a standing 
with other colleges and Universities not enjoyed befcre 

The College needs an administration building and her 
endowment increased. ; 

WOMAN’S COLLEGE. 

This college began work only twelve years ago, but in 
its short history has proven its worth in many ways. 

Woman's College is now on the list of Secondary Schools 
aud Colleges which gives its graduates the privilege of teach- 
ing in any of the high schools of the country. 

The Wo.nan’s College needs an endowment equal to its 
denominational worth. 

BLUE MOUNTAIN COLLEGE, 


Blue Mountain College opened her fifty second annual 
session ov Sept. 17th with prospects for the best session in 


her history. 

Blue Mouatain College is on the Secondary list of South- 
ern Asso¢iation of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

Blue Mountain aeeds an administration building and an 
endowment pf $500,000. i 

CLARK MEMORIAL COLLEGE. 

This is our junior college which is co-educational. 

The session just opencd has the brightest prospects in 
her history. 

A $50,000 fireproof structure now being erected. 

This college needs an endowment of $259,000. 

BAPTIST BIBLE INSTITUTE. 

The Baptist Bible Institute gives a full Theological edu- 
cation, The enrollment for last session numbered 250 and 
the prospects for next session are brighter. 

This Institution needs financial aid as it has no income 
except from the 75 Million Campaign. 
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If Campaign pledges are not met and special gifts made 
she faces a deficit. 

SOUTH WESRERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

Enrollment last session 649 with 122 graduates. 

Needs an additional endowment sufficient to meet all ex- 
penses 

SOUTHERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

Last session was best in the histery of the Institution. 
Prospects tor the coming year are good. 

The Board of Trustees have outlined a building program 
which will give this institution the building a.d equipment 
so much needed. 

The greatest need of our Denominational Schools is suffi- 
cient endowment to enable them to offer free tuition. With 
the high cost of living, many °f our young people are com- 
pelled to go where they can get free tuition if they go to eol- 
lege at all. 

Practically every school is taxed to its capacity with sta- 
dents. Until we have more room about all we can dc is to 
try to get our most promising studénts into our denomina- 
tional schools. This will help to lift the standard of efficien- 
cy among graduates. If we cannot increase the quantity of 
our output lets ‘nerease the quality. 

We have only made a good beginning. A vigorous chris- 
tian and Buptist educational program is needed for the future 
if our Baptist democracy is to be made safe in the world and 
for the world and a conquering force of the world.

This institution was established 27 years ago in Jackson, 


Miss., and has cared for approximately 1,200.children during , 


that time. The home has had an average of 170 children dar- 
ing this year, and the health of the children has been good; 
with no deaths, and only a few cases of sickness. 

The crop has been greatly damaged by the dry weather, 
and the finances of the institution are unusually short. Have 
had to borrow already $2,000.00, and will likely have to bor- 

2,000.00 or $3,000.00 more, unless the churches come up 
with their 75 Million Campaign pledges. We can overcome 
this embarrassment, by not only paying our pledges in full, 
but by giving groceries, old clothes, ete. Let us make an ef- 
fort to pay our pledges in full by December 31st. 

In connection with the Home’s already valuable property, 
there is being const. acted a beautiral two-story brick building 
for Superintendent’s home, at an estimated cost of $10,009.00. 
This building will add much to the Orphanage property, as 
it completes the geveral plans of the Orphanage plant. The 
money for this building is already in hand, having been laid 
aside for this purpose. 

This building is to be ovcupied by Dr. Carter, and he 
takes much pride in it. Let us rej.ice with him in this home. 

Just this word from Dr. Carter: 

“T hope oar brethren will rema nber us and help ns in 
our effort to care for our children and enable us to come out 
in goud shape this fall.’’

Report on Sunday Schools. 


This report made to the Lawrence Couuty Baptist Assoctation 
uetober 4, 1924. 


What is a Sunday School? 

It is an organization where men, women and chi'dren 
meet every Sunday to study and teach God’ s Word. It is the 
church in action, with the ultimate purpose of bringing souls 
into the Kingdom. While it is aw institation of modern ori- 
gin—tbat is, the Modern Sunday Schorl—no chureh ean do 
very much without one.” It made wonderfal progress in the 
past few years by developing all the resources and forces of 
the church. No church can compete with the devil these 
days very far withopt a well organized Sunday School—yes, 
a good one. ’ 

The Sunday £ root when we}! organized and equipped 
does not sit down and wait for pupils to come, but every one 
is seen and caused to do some kind of Bible study. 

About 21 years ago the State Board seeing the necessity 
of superintending and aiding the Sunday, Schools of the state 
into a better working foree, established a Sunday School De- 
partment with J. E. Bind as Secretary, Siuce then he has. 
been on the job constantly, going up and down the state, ar- 
ganizing, establishing and inspiring, teaching and getting to- j 
getcer the active and latent Sunday, School, forces of the state, 
til today there are 1301 Sanday schools in the state with an en- 
rollment of 120,146, with 144 new schools, the pant year and 
an increased enrollment of 4,167. 

Sesides the assistance already employed. to carry ov this 
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work, this year has been added two well equipped and compe- 
tent young Mississippi College graduates: Wyatt Hunter 
and H. E. Spell. Those assistants of his help him in going 
from seheol to school, assisting in better organization, teach- 
ing Teachers’ Normals, taking the census of the church and 
community, giving diplomas, seals and inspiring the schools 
to better usefulness. ; 

This department is almost altogether responsible tor the 
organization of these 144 new schools with increased enroll- 
ment of 24,296 new pupils. 

The teachers and officers are being inspired as never be- 
fore to the necessity of a better teaching force, till 4.167 
awards have been made to those who really want to teach, 
with 116 Blue Seals, 336 Red Seals and 1227 Diplomas. 

Every Sunday School should be a real Bible School, with 
every attendant cirtying his Bible to school every Sunday. 

Your committee would -ecommend that every school adopt 
the Bible as its text book in the every Sunday work, with the 
literatare furnished by the Baptist Sunday School Board, as 
helps to guide and aid in the preparation of the lesson assign- 
ed in the study, for the teaching of the Bible.

This, you see, is nothing more nor less 
than carrying out the commission given us by cur Lord.
